Jew  in  both  Public  and  High  school),  I was  envious  of 
the  services  available  to  my  Jewish  peer  group.  Now 
from  within,  I can  appreciate  the  work  and  effort  ex- 
pended by  so  few  for  the  benefit  of  so  many. 

DJA  — one  combined  community  campaign  tor 
meaningful  Jewish  survival  in 
Israel  .around  the  world.  There  it  is  in  a nutshell.  We 
need  millions  of  dollars  this  year,  as  last,  each  one  being 
allocated  to  a number  of  different  agencies,  appea  s etc. 
In  1979-80  54.6%  of  your  dollar  went  toward  United 
Israel  Appeal,  5.5%  to  national  agencies,  37.4%  to 
local  community  services  and  2.5%  towards  the  ac- 
cumulated deficit.  That’s  a lot  of  dollars  going  to  a lot 
of  people.  Those  people  are  you  and  me. 

As  we  enter  into  another  Passover  season,  along  with 
remembering  so  many  other  Jewish  issues  (ah,  but  no 
one  ever  said  the  burden  of  the  Jew  is  an  easy  one)  think 
about  those  people  dialing  their  fingernails  away,  and 
more  importantly  the  people  they’re  dialing  for  — you 
and  your  fellow  Jew.  The  two  people  that  make  this 
Passover  the  special  occasion  it  is.  Now,  more  than 
ever,  we  are  one.

The  decision  by  the  Ottawa 
Synagogues  NOT  to  develop 
localized  school  systems  is,  in 
my  opinion,  still  valid  even  for 
the  1980’s. 

Simply  that  we  all  know 
what  a small  community  like 
Ottawa  ‘does  not’  need  further 
fragmentation  and  . our  ex- 
isting school  system  is  doing  a 
pretty  good  job.  They  do 
develop  a Love  of  Torah  and 
‘Zionism’  and  do  implant 
‘Roots’  to  that  unbroken 
chain  of  Jewish  life  and  tradi- 
tion. 

You  have  only  to  look  to  the 
younger  generation  and  see 
how  neatly  and  orderly  it 
replaces  the  older  generation 
and  intensifies  its  interest  in 
many  new  areas  of  our  Jewish 
life  and  needs  for  the  1980’s. 

There  is  definitely  no  need 
that  every  Rabbi  or  small 
group  shall  open  or  try  to  open 
a new  school  system  or 
Cheders  like  in  the  past  Ghetto 
tradition  which  only 
‘fragmented’  and  ‘sapped’  the 
Jewish  ‘Strength  and  Unity’. 

After  all  the  costs  to  run 
parallel  ‘Good’  educational 
systems  will  amount  to  a for- 
tune and  they  must  be  paid  for 
from  the  same  financial 
sources. 

Surely  every  system  can  be 
improved.  I suggest  that  all 
concerned  work  with  the 
system,  not  separately  and 
against  it.  •

to  strengthen  and  keep  our 
community  and  families 
‘United’  for  the  common 
cause.

ZEH— this  is  my  heritage 

By  Rabbi  Mordecai  Berger 

The  15th  of  Nisan  commemorates  the  redemption  of  an  entire 
nation  from  slavery  to  freedom  — the  holiday  of  Pesach.  The 
matzohs  and  wine,  the  dipping  and  reclining,  further  emphasize 
the  evening’s  theme  — the  birth  of  a free  people  — Am  Yisrael. 
Yet  ironically,  history  relates  that  a mere  four  days  after  that 
very  first  Passover  Seder,  (corresponding  with  the  19th  of  Nisan) 
the  entire  Egyptian  army,  led  by  the  same  evil  Pharoh,  was 
oncemore  pursuing  their  former  slaves.  True,  the  15th  of  Nisan 
is  called  “Zman  Chei-Ru-Tei-New”  — the  time  of  FREEDOM, 
but  it  was  only  the  beginning  — the  first  step  towards  redemp- 
tion, for  the  Egyptian  army  was  in  hot  pursuit.  The  exodus  was 
completed  only  on  the  7th  day  of  Passover,  after  the  crossing  of 
the  REji  Sea,  “Kre-Yat  Yam  Suf”.  Only  then  were  the  Israelites 
truly  tree.  Only  then  were  they  truly  sure  of  their  unique  rela- 
tionship with  G-d,  and  responsibility  as  a people.  Only  then  did 
they  utter  in  unison,  “This  is  My  G-d  and  1 will  Praise  Him” 
(Exodus  15-2). 

Our  Sages  add  an  interesting  note  here  “They  Recognized 
Him  First  — They,  referring  to  the  Jewish  children,  were  the 
first  able  to  call  out  “This  is  My  G-d”,  and  only  after,  the  adults 
followed.  The  miracles,  experienced  by  the  nation  at  “Yam 
Suf”  brought  into  focus,  with  clarity,  the  meaning  of  being  a 
Jew  Only  then,  after  this  relatively  short  experience  of  a few 
hours  at  the  sea,  were  the  Israelites  ready  to  embark  on  their 
travels  into  the  dessert,  an  encounter  of  an  unknown  kind. 

This  Midrash  and  episode  is  quite  appropriate  to  our  times. 
“They  must  recognize  first”.  They  — the  Jewish  children 
through  education  must  have  a vivid  and  vibrant  understanding 
of  themselves,  their  history,  and  future  responsibility,  so  that 
they  can  respond  “Ze  Keli  Vi-an-vei-hu  ’.  (Exodus  15-2) 

Today  we  are  truly  fortunate  by  having  the  freedom  of  choos- 
ing the  Jewish  education  for  our  child  we  so  desire.  Jews  today 
are  cognizant,  that  in  the  80s,  a Jewish  education  is  not  a luxury 
but  a vital  necessity.  There  is  even  a readiness  on  the  part  ot 
parents,  to  let  the  Jewish  education  prepare  their  child  to 
become  “more  Jewish”.  However,  there  are  still  few  who  have 
clear  views  as  to  the  kind  of  Jewish  personality,  they  are  trying 
to  develop.  Jewish  education  is  encouraged  by  all  Jewish  groups. 
Yet  many  seem  strangly  unclear  about  their  specific  goals,  what 
exactly  is  wanted  from  the  8 years  of  Jewish  education  your 
child  has  experienced.  What  ideal  animates  this  program?  What 
is  the  finished  product  supposed  to  look  like?  What  precedent  in 
Jewish  history  are  we  modeling  our  children  after . To  be  frank, 
many  Jewish  parents  and  educators  simply  do  not  know  how  to 
describe  the  distinct  Jewish  personality  they  wish  to  create. 
When  the  goal  is  not  clear,  the  chances  of  reaching  it  are  slight. 

Pesach  teaches  us  that  before  the  Jewish  people  can  attempt  to 
travel  in  a “Midbar”  (3,500  years  ago  or  a secular  society  to- 
day) our  children  must  have  a clear  understanding  ot  their 
Jewish  identity  so  that  today  too  they  can  say  “ZEH  - this  is 
MY  heritage  and  1 will  praise  it”  (Exodus_15-2)._^_^_

Products  are 
chometz  if  they  contain  the  five  species  of  grains, 
legumes  as  well  as  yeast,  and  other  leavening  agents.

Black  Jews 
now  an  issue 

The  word  “Falasha”  was  a 
familiar  word  to  relatively  few 
Jews  until  recently.  However, 
in  the  last  few  months,  there 
has  been  a heightened  con- 
sciousness and  awareness 
about  the  Falashas  and  their 
plight.  There  are  20,000  to 
30,000  Black  Jews  of  Ethiopia 
— a remnant  of  what  had  once 
been  a large  and  powerful 
community  of  perhaps  half  a 
million  who  succumbed  to 
disease,  war  and  conversion  by 
Christian  missionaries. 

This  community, 

rediscovered  by  Dr.  Fa- 
jtlovitch,  a Polish  Jew,  at  the 
beginning  of  this  century,  is 
perhaps  2,500  years  old.  Prac- 
ticing an  ancient  form  of 
Judaism,  they  call  themselves 
“Beta  Israel.”  Their  Ethio- 
pian neighbours  call  them 
“Falashas”  meaning 
strangers.  Imagine,  after  2,500 
years,  the  Jews  of  Ethiopia  are 
still  strangers.  In  that  sense, 
every  Diaspora  community 
ultimately  proved  to  be 
“Falasha.” 

Because  the  Beta  Israel  are 
“Falashas”,  their  lot  today  is 
one  of  grinding  poverty,  and 
disease  — even  by  the  stan- 
dards of  an  area  of  Ethiopia 
which  is  poor  and  wild.  But 
beyond  that  even,  since  the 
Marxist  revolution  in 
Ethiopia,  whatever  security 
the  Jews  may  have  had  is  now 
gone.  There  are  reports  of 
slayings,  and  kidnappings  of 
Falashas  and,  believe  it  or  not, 
reports  that  Jews  are  being 
sold  into  slavery.  While  the  ac- 
curacy of  such  reports  are 
hard  to  ascertain,  the  Falasha 
Association  in  Israel  (there  are 
300  Falashas  living  there)  and 
other  Jewish  groups  feel  that 
this  ancient  Jewish  community 
is  facing  annihilation  in  the 
next  few  years. 

The  concern  of  the  Congress 
Committee  is  for  the  plight  of 
Jewish  communities  in  trouble 
anywhere  in  the  world,  or  like- 
ly to  be  in  trouble,  to  ascertain 
the  facts  and  to  stimulate 
whatever  action  is  possible  on 
their  behalf.  Unfortunately 
the  need  for  concern  and  work 
is  abundant.  The  condition  of 
Soviet  Jews  and  Syrian  Jews  is 
well  known  because  of  the 
dedicated  work  of  committees 
and  individuals  on  their 
behalf.  But  there  are  other 
communities  in  peril  and  there 
are  danger  signals.  Some  of
